We must have 
free education if we would have a fn 
people. The children must be educated 
in just principles, if we would perpetuate 
just government. To make " ! 
unedy effectual, when the means of 
education are provided for the ignorant, 
they should be required to appropriate 
them, or forfeit their right of suffrage. 
No man should have a voice in determ- 
ining the destiny of our nation, who 
means of that education 
which alone can qualify him to act ic- 
telligently.
